The twelfth day saw 
the last of her drinking water. 
Shifting coal chocked the pumps 
and water seeped into the hold as 
the Algiers wallowed in the sea. 
On the thirteenth day the water 
in the hold had climbed to 15 feet. 
|'Then the steamer Ramsay was 
sighted. She failed to see the sig- 
nals of th& Algiers and was fad- 
ing out of sight. Captain Hannon 
ordered a signal! fire built. Mat- 
tresses soaked with kerosene were 
piled on the forward deck and kin- 
Soon the bow was a mass 

of flames. The Ramsay returned 
iand took off the entire crew. As 
they sailed away the Algiers was 
a sinking torch.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The 
Col. William Mitchell courtmartial 
todaf expunged from its record 
all mention of the episode of Fri- 
day when remarks by Brigadier- 


General King, a member of the 
court, brought vigorous objections 
from counsel for Col. Mitchell. 
Representative Frank R. Reid of 
Illinois, chief civilian counsel of 
the accused army officer, asked 
that the record be amended to 
dbliterate the passage. Gen. King, 
Reid indicated at the time, had re- 
marked that certain phases of the 
examination of a witness were 
‘damned rot.” King apoligized. 
At the opening of today’s pro- 
ceedings, Maj. Allen W. Gullion, as- 


sistant Trial Judge-Advocate, at- 
tempted to address the court re- 
garding the defense evidence, but 


the court upheld an objection by 
Reid. 

Before he was stopped, however, 
Maj. Gullion asserted t°a: the de- 
fense had “‘:tterly failed” to prove 
the truth of Col. Mitcheli’s charges 
of incompetency, neglec. and near 
treason by the War and Navy de- 
partments in their conduct of the 
national defense. 

“Prosecution’s Program. 

The prosecution mapped its pro- 
gram so as to give Navy witnesses 
an opportunity to testify as to 
Mitchell’s charges against that 
branch of the service. Command- 
er H. C. Richardson, pilot of the 
plane NC-3 in its‘attempt to cross 
the Atlantic in 1919, said the rac- 
ime craft in which Lieut. Pearson 
was killed in 1924 at Fairfield, O., 
had been in storage from the time 
of the Pulitzer races in 1923 until 
| April, 1924, when it was turned 
over to the army air service. 
Mitchel! had charged that Pear- 
son was kiHed in a dilapidated air- 
plane, constructed for a race two 
years before that in which the Lieu- 
tenant met his death. Commander 
Richardson declared the machine 
was in “good condition” when it 
was released to the army, and that 
while it was delivered to the army 
in April, 1924, it did not crash until 
the follgwing September. 
‘ Controversial Point. 

The Pearson charge has been 
one of the outstanding controver- 
sial points of the case and it was 
entwined with the further charge 
by Col. Mitchell that the army and 
navy entered into an arrangement 
by which one service would take 
the Pulitzer racing machines one 
year and the other the next ‘year

RHINELANDER SUIT 
WIFE NOT CALLED 


Annulment Action Against 


Trial Three Weeks, May 
Reach Jury Tonight.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Noy. 30. 
—The defense in the suit of Leon- 
ard Kip Rhinelander to annul his 
marriage, rested its case five min- 
utes after court convened this 
morning, without calling to the 
stand Alice Beatgice Rhinelander, 
quadroon defendant.

Mrs. George Jones, mother of 
Alice, was recalled briefly to the 
stand this morning te _ testify

Lee Parsons Davis, counsel for 
the defense, turned to Justice 
Morschauser after Mrs. Jones had 
left the stand and said: “Acting 
on my. own responsibility and on 
my experience as an attorney, the 
defense now rests.” 

Rhinelander Recalled, 
Youhg Rhinelander was recalled 
to fhe stand by his attorneys. He 
made a sweepiag denial vf the tes- 
timony of Ross Chidester, former 
chauffeur of the Rhinelander fam- 
ily. Chidester had said that he 
told young Rhinelander of Alice’s 
negro blood long before the latter 
married her, but that Rhinelander 
had retorted, “I don’t give a 
damn.” 

Following his denial of Chidest- 
er's testimony. Rhinelander was 
cross-examined by Davis in an ef- 
fort to show that Rhinelander and 
the former chauffeur had been 
on intimate terms. Rhinelander 
testified that Chidester had driven 
him and Alice to the Hotel Marie 
Antoinette on the occasion of their 
first visit there, before their mar- 
riage, but that he had given no 
thought to the chauffeur’s knowl- 
edge of his intimate relations with 
the girl. Six weeks later, he said, 
he learned that Chidester had re- 
lated the incident to Rhineland- 
er’s father. 

Shortly after Rhinelander left 
the stand, the court granted a 15- 
minute recess, requested by plain- 
tiff attorneys because of the sud- 
denness with which Davis had 
rested his case.

GEORGE H. SCRUTON, SEDALIA 


EDITOR, DIES AT HIS HOME 


One-Time Head of Missouri Demo- 
-cratic Press Association Served 
Overseas During War. 

By the Associated Press. 

SEDALIA, Mo., Nov. 3:0.— 
George H. Scruton, editor of the 
Sedalia Democrat, died at his home 
here yesterday. He was 63 years 
old and had been in failing health 
since last July. 

Col. Scruton had been editor of 
the Democrat since 1907, at which 
éime the Sedalia Sentinel, of which 


he was editor, was consolidated 
with that paper. At one time he 
was president of the Missouri 


Democratic Press Association. 

Born.at Rome, N. Y., Dec. 26, 
1862, he was taken by his parents 
to Georgia, where he was educated. 
It was there that he took up news- 
paper work. 

He was married to Miss Alice L. 
Morgan at Bath Beach, L. L., July 
16, 1890, and two years ° later 
moved to Fort Smith, Ark., where 
he purchased the Fort Smith 
Times. After managing that paper 
for three yéars, he went to Spring- 
field, Mo., and became connected 
with the Springfield Leader. In 
1902 he came to Sedalia and, after 
working on the Sentinel and Demo- 
crat for a number of years, 4s- 
sumed editorship of the two papers 
when they were consolidated. 

Mr. Scruton was commissioned a 
captain in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps of the United States Army 
in 1917 and served overseas in the 
World War. Shortly after his en- 
listment he was made a major and 
before the conflict was: over was 
promoted to a colonel. Three of 
his sons also saw service during the 
war. 

Besides his widow, he !s survived 
by four sons, Charles M., now in 
the Army at San Antonio, Tex.; 
Allen E. of Sedalia, George H. Jr., 
a newspaper man of Jeanette, Pa., 
and Dorman Kelly Scruton of Se- 
gslalia. A brother, O. J. Scruton of 
Utica, N. Y., also survives.
